This is i n  response t o  your r e c e n t  let ter re- 
ques t ing  the views of this Off ice  as to t he  scope of 
c e r t a i n  no t i ce  provis ions of D.C. Law 1-58 (Duties and 
Responsibilities of the Advisory Neighborhood Corn- ' 

missions A c t  of 1975) .  S p e c i f i c a l l y ,  lpou wish to know 
whether s ec t ion  13(b) of D.C. Law 1-58 appl ies  t o  pro- 
posed governmental ac t ions  which have a city-wide impact, 
and whether no t i ce  to t he  Advisory Neighborhood Corn- 
missions by use of the D.C. Regis te r  is l e g a l l y  suf- 
f i c i e n t  . . *  

Proposed D i s t r i c t  Government actions which have 
a city-wide impact do fall. within the scope of s e c t i o n  
13 of D.C. Law 1-58, Such proposed a c t i o n s  a f f e c t  a l l  
Advisory Neighborhood Commissions and therefore, a f t e r  
c a r e f u l  study by the j o i n t  Executive-Council Task Force 
on Advisory Neighborhood Commissions, it w a s  determined 
that t h e  most e f f e c t i v e  means of no t i fy ing  t h e  Commis- 
s ions  of such proposed actions was through a no t i ce  i n  
the D.C. Regis ter  wh ich ,  pursuant to s e c t i o n  13(b) of 
D.C. Law 1-58, m u s t  be s e n t  to each Conmission withoat 
cost 0 

The use of the  D.C. Register for no t i fy ing  Ad- 
visory Neighborhood Conmissions of proposed government 
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a c t i o n  is c o n s i s t e n t  w i t h  s c c t i o n  13(b) of D . C .  Law 
1-58 and  is e s p e c i a l l y  a p p r o p r i a t e  when a11 Conuuissions 
must be n o t i f i e d .  

I hope t h i s  i n f o r m a t i o n  will be h c l p f u l  t o  you.
